SIX Bulls and Ton Horses on an Avorag 


Are Killed at Eavti Bight, Whiten 


Mr. J. H. Horsey, of the Domini 
Toronto, lately 
and furnishes tho following graphic account 
ot 4 bull fight witnessbd by liljaself and 
Mesins. T. M. Scott of ‘tho same inkt{tation 

Nothing is morodnteresting than tho study 
of human nature, To’ beconie acquainted 
with, the characteristics of a people one must 
Mingle with them in their sports aud recro- 
ation as woll asin the more sober affairs of 
life; and thore is no more. satisfactory way 
of forming a correct opinion of tho Mexican 
People than by Witnessing their chief national 
sport—a bullfight, } 

Thad not been! long’ in Mexico City before 
I etn ie all sides, and in tho most con- 
Spicious places, large ,posters announcing 
"Magnifica Gorrida ds Toros" (mnguificont 
bull-tight), to take place the following Sun- 
day. Accompanied by my compagnons de 
voyage, S. and H: I tooka carriage at the 
Hotel del Jardine for the bull ring. A two 
miles drive through the, beautiful Alameda— 
an avenue with a luxuriance of tropical fol- 
fage and historical monuments on either 
side, with bands at intervals of half a mile 
discoursing sweet music while mounted guards 
fo brilliant uniform stationed along the 
whole route gave a festive appearance to the 
scene,—brought us to the place where is en- 
acted on every Sunday afternoon a perfor- 
manco, in its nature thé most revolting and 
demoralizing it is possible for one to con-

ceive of; and yet, week after week thoso en- 
tertainments are graced by the presence of 
the wealth, fashion and beauty of that great 
metropolis, 

After asconding a Jong flight of stairs the 
box coirospettaltts with the number on our 
tickets was soon reached. Entering it we 
found oursélvesin a vast amphitheatre, cap- 

, able of holding from 8,000 to 10,000 people. 

This immense séating capacity, which was all 
occupied, is divided into \three grades; viz 
box chairs, ontrance shady side and entrance!

Thesignal to begin is given bya bugler 
from the President’s box. Immediately the 

doors of the arena are opened and 4 Caballero 
mounted on A magnificent black horse dressed 

— in the costume of a Spanish gentleman of tho 
sixteenth century, onters, and galloping 
across tothe President, whom he salutes, 
asks, and receives permission to commence 
thefight, and then retires. The procession 
now enters, headed by the Capadores, ban- 
derilleros and espadas on foot followed by the 
picadores mounted on horses, who take up 
their respective positions in the arena and 
await the signal of the “Salida del Toro” 
(entry, of the bull.) 

The pictnye now presented is ay very strik- 
ing one indeed. The picadores with their 
broad sombreros, short coats and buckskin 
breeches, with their Jances résting on their 
stirrups, sitting like statues on their horses, 
while the capas and, banderilleros in their 
perfect fitting sky-blue tights and short 
jackets, resplendent with gold and silver lace, 
are al¥attention. The bugle*tounds when a), 
door leading into the arena, immediately op- 
posite the diregtor’s box, opens and a bull is 
seen coming through this narrow passage, 
He is here given a slight reception and re- 
ceives his fitst de¢oration. A man stationed 
over the entrance plunges into his back as!

in the direct line of attack of the bull other- 
wise it would be pushed to one side and the 
horse reached with the result as above des- 
cribed, Too frequently his lance fails to 
strike the shoulder of the bull and then ia 
witnessed one 9 tho most revolting foatures 
ofa bullfight. The savage beast strikes the 
horse which is, blindfolded, andif not killed 
bythe first plunge is most horribly mutilat- 
ed, So long, however, asthe horse can keep 
its feet itis urged by its merciless rider, 
with yells and blows, around tho ring so 
that ho may have another opportunity to re- 
trieve his/past (failures. When, however, 
the poor beast can no longer stand it is left 
to die and after the performance is dragged 
from the ring, 

The picador's lance ig about six feetZlong, 
supplied at one end with a chisel-shaped 
blade which penetrates tho flesh of the bull 
to thedepth of about two inches, I cannot 
understand why more of these picadores are 
not killed. I-was told they rarely are although 
receiving very frequently severe injuries, 
‘One cannot help admiring their courage as 
their part of the performance is a most dan- 
Kerous one, 

During the picador’s interval thero are 
usually from one to four horses killod and 
Perhaps several terribly maimed, but so long 
&s any are capable of re-entering tho ring 
they are produced for the attacks of tho next 
Dull and tho dolectation of tho audience 
which has yory little sympathy or pity for 
either man or beast and about the only sen- 
tment expressed at all the bloodshed is 

“Bravo Toro.” At tho bugle’s sound tho 
Picadores ridofrom tho ring leaving it in 
+ possession of tho capas with their red flags.

point, Tho banderillero with a barb in each 
hand takes his position immediately in front 
of the bull and as the boast rushes at him hoe 
plants these shafts ove® thé horns inté each 
shoulder, In order to receive the plaudits of 
tho people he must plant them both’ at the 
one stroke otherwise he is hissed, 

As there aro two bandorilleros and each of 
them have two or three shots at tho bull he 
presents a pitiable spectacle by the time they 

_4re through with him. Probably six or eight 
of theso banderillas are hanging from his 
neck while blood flows freely from tho 
"The ba 

© banderillero’s part is a most dangerous 
one. On that accent ho ranks mast tp tho 
espada. A successful planting of tho band 
erilla creates great enthusiarm, the men throw: 
ing their sombreros into thé ring, the 
fair sonoras and fairer senoritas their fans, 
all alike feolng immensely flattered whon the 
performer, so honored stoops to pick up ané 
throw back these articles to their respective 
ownors, » 

After the bull has been decorated as above 
described, thabugle is once more sounded 
and the closing scene in this bloody drama 
is enacted. The poor brute has but.a fow 
more moments of life, but his presont suffer- 
ings are to be further increased at the hands 
of the espada, This dignitary is handed a 
sword and red cloak, and with the latter 
thrown over his shoulder, and sword in hand 
headvancos to the President’s box, and ded- 
icates the bull to him. 

Now is to be witnessed the most admired 
and by far the most dangerous part of the 
performance. The espada engages the 
attention ofthe bull by moving the cloak 
in his face, || As the bull charges him 
do Strikes ver the horns a small spot 
vrhoro he oither | seVers the fe cord or 
plunges his sword into the heart, 

Often times three or four strokes are made 

before oneis successful. Finally a vital part is 
touched when the bull sinks to his knees and 
falls to the ground. The coup de grace is at 
once given by the, toreador who rushes up 
and jstabs the bullin the neck, Three mules 
are then brought in and the body is quickly 
dragged from the ring, the whole audience 
rising to their feet shouting and waving their 
hats and handkerchiefs. 
: Ihave to confess that next,to the horse my 
sympathies were entinely with the bull, and 
had one of the performers been unfortunate 
enough to haye become ea victim I should 
have had little pity foydhim. At this bull- 
fightthere were six bulls and ten horses killed, 
which is about the usual amount of bloodshed 
considered necessary to appease the thirst for 
gore which apparently characterizes the Mexi+ 
can people, :

Testing a Fire Extinguisher. 

Mr. H. H. Love. agent of the Worcester 
Fire Appliance Company, of Worcester, 
Mass,, was in town last week for the purpose 
of exhibiting the Worcester Chemical Fire 
Pail for extinguishing fires, On Saturday 
afternoon he made a test of this valuable 
appliance in the presence of many citizens 
including among others, Messrs. J, Bell, Q. 
G., John McCullough, Herbert B, Rathbun, 
A, A. Richardson, J, A. Davis, R Rayburn, 
E. Walter Rathbun, J. M, Poitras, W. W. 
Rickets, J. Hoppes, a TRinune representa- 
tive, etc. A structure was built of boards 
in which was placed a quantity of wood, 
all being saturated with two gallons of tar 
and two gallons of coal oil, The fire was 
started and, as might be expected, the con- 
tents blazed up fiercely. Ata given signal 
Mr. Love took a small dipper and threw the 
contents of the pail on the burning mass, and 
in fourteen seconds the flames were com- 
pletely subdued to the satisfaction of all 
the witnesses. All who were present at this 
test were struck with the simplicity of this 
new extinguisher ond the readiness with 
which it can be utilized. The pail is made 
ot glass and therefore cannot rust or corrode. 
It is encased in a tin jacket, which is open 
near the top eo that the contents of the glass 
pail are always open to inspection, The 
pail is hermetically sealed by a soft tin foil 
cover which prevents evaporation, The 
pail contains two gallons of chemical liquid 
which is non-evaporating, non-freezing and 
therefore always ready for instant use. 
This liquid we may also state is not injurious 
will not harm the hands, clothing or the 
finest fabrics ; it is not poisonous, as it may 
be drank without any bad effects. The pail 
can be quickly brought into use, all that is 


necessary being to break the tin foil cover 
and throw the contents upon the fire, It 
has been endorsed by loading insurance 
companies in the United States and as it 
costs but comparatively little as compared 
with other extinguishers, it cannot but 
speedily come into general use, 


| MINERAL KESOURCES OF ONTARIO, 
We have received from Hon, C, Drury 

Minister of Agriculture, « copy of the Re. 
port of the Royal Commission on the Mineral , 
Kesources of Ontario and Measures for their 
development This commission was com 
posed of the following gentlemen: John | 
Chariton, M. P., Robert Bell, Wm. Coe and | 
Wm, Hamilton Merritt, with Mr. Archibald 
Vine as Secretary The Report, which is 
contained in a volume of 566 pages, is of a 
mcst exhaustive character and gives ev 
evidence that the Commissioners were | 
anxious to fulfil their task in a thorough 
manner, Sessions of the Commission for 
hearing evidence concerning the mineral | 


es of the province and the industrial 
ments occupied in their develop- 
ere held at thirty-seven places in the 
province, including among others, as readers 
of Tur Trinune will remember, the town cf 
Dessronto, One hundred and sixty-four 
witnesses were examined under outh and 
mines, mining locations and works in their 
vicinity were visited. Members of the 
Commission also visited different schools of 
science, mines, etc,, in different parts of the 
United States. The information obtained 
in this way is all given in a condensed but 
practical manner and cannot but prove «f 
reat public benefit. In the section of the 
Report devoted to the geology of the pro- 
vince a systematic account is given of each 
one of its rock formations. All the latest 
researches of geological explorers are em- 
bodied in the volume, and this portion of the 
Report leaves little to he required. Even a 
cursory perusal of the Report willshow thet 
Ontario possesses great mineral wealth and 
we can share in the regret of the Commis~ 
sioners that the mining industry should be 
making such slow progress. t us hope 
that the day is nigh at hand when Ontar'o 
will take its proper place among the states 
of the world which are gaining in wealth 
and importance by the skillfal development 
of the mineral resuurces with which they 
have been favoured by a Kind Providence. 
The Commission gave much attention to the 
iron industry and have gathered a vast fund 
of information in relation to this branch of 
economic industry which will, no doubt, be 
studied and pondered by those of our busi- 
ness men who are directing their attention 
to the manufacture of the Various grades of 
iron. The Commissioners make several 
recommendations which will, we presume, 
be acted upon by the Legislative Assembly. 
They consider it desirable that measures 
should be taken for the practical and scien- 
tific training of all who may engage in the 
industrial development of the mineral re- 
sources of the province. That mining 
engineers and metallurgists may receive a 
thorcugh system of instruction they recom- 
mend the establishment of a School of Mines 
or the enlargement of the course of studies 
at the School of Practical Science in connec- 
tion with the Provincial University. They 
also recommend the establishment of a 
bureau of mines for the purpose of making a 
complete geological survey of the Province 
and the formation of a museum of geology 
and mineralogy to represent its rock for- 
mations and metallurgical products, together 
with an efficient plan for the collection of 
yearly statistics of the mining and 
metallurgical industries of the Province. 
The Report is well illustrated and accom- 
anied by valuable maps, The work of the 
ommission will give a stimulus to the 
study of geology, mineralogy and kindred 
subjects, and must give an impulse to pros- 
pecting, mining and the industrial develop- 
ment of the vast mining resources of Ontario,

No won- 
der itis thought worth while to keep tho 
method a secret. 
_ However, it is likely that this monopoly 
will be wiped out bofore long by the plac- 
ing on tho market of a vory simple contriv- 
“ance recently invented, which any woman 
canafford to buy and will have skill enough 
touse. It will cost less than $1 tomanufac- 
» ture, will be sold for $5, and will do to per- 
fection not only the according plaiting but 
knife plaiting, the machino consisting of a 
little more than two long strips of brass ad- 
_justable toa tableand a wooden roller. Each 
‘plait, after being folded by tho machine, is 
ironed separately witha hand iron, and the 
stuff comes out all ready to put on to the belt, 
suppose it is intended for an accordion skirt. 
But, of course, many other things besides 
skirts are made accordion fashion now-a-days, 
such as capes, cloaks, lamp shades, ete. It 
‘will be cheering nows to the ladies that the 
- fifty cents a yard rate isnot likely to be 
maintained very long’ It will not be 
a great while before every woman who 
‘makes her own dresses will perform the 
accordion process as a matter of course 
upon the materialshe buys.—Washington 
Star.

French Breakfast Rolls, 

Make one andahalf pints of milk quite 
wari, add it to half a pint of brewers’ yeast, 
and then add sufficient flour to make it as 
\thick as batter. Put it into a basin, cover it 
over, and keep in a warm place. When it 
has risen as high as it can, add a quarter of a 
pint of warm water and half an ounce of salt, 
Mix them well together, and rub intoit a 
little flour and two ounces of butter. Make 
the dough not quite so stiff as for bread; let 
it stand for three-quarters of an hour, and 
then it will be ready to be made into rolls. 
Let them stand till they have risen, and bake 
in a quick oven. 

Bread Buttering Machine, 

! One of the latest and most unique inyent- 
ions is a machine for buttering bread, It is 
used in connection with a patent bread cutter, 
and is intended for use in prisons, workhouses, 
and other reformatory institutions. There 
isacylindrical shaped brush which is fed 
with butter, and lays athin layer on the 
bread as it comes from the cutter. The ma- 
chine can be worked by hand, steam, or el- 
ectricity, and has a capacity of cutting and 
buttering 750 loaves of breadan hour, Tho 
saving of butter and of bread and the decrease 
in the quantity of crumbs is said to be very 
large.—Scientific American. 


The Milch Cow’s Food, 

When not giving milk at alla cow, weigh- 
ing say 1,000 ths., requires for maintenance 
alone, that is to replace the natural waste of 
her tissues, etc., about 20 ths daily, or 2 per 
cent, of her weight, of good meadow hay. 
The same cow in milk must have enough 
more food to make the milk she yields, 
othor wise loss results, Suppose she gives 30 
ths. milk daily, how much more and what 
kind of extra food should be supplied her? Ag 
already stated, a certain amount must bo 
assimilated to preserve her bodily condition, 
that is to say 20 ths good meadow hay or its 
equivalent of something else, Ifto the hay 
there be added 10 thsdaily ofa mixture in 
equal parts of crushed corn, oats and bran, 
with somewhat less than 1 Jb. cotton seed 
meal, the requirements will have been mot, 
These foods haye been mentioned merely as 
Instances. They may be variedin many 
ways that will striko intelligent feeders, 
The point to bemade and urged Is that, to 
void loss, (1) a certain amount is used up in 


tnaintenance alone; (2) that whatever is daten 
bver and above this necessary quantity, foos 
‘a milk.

Artificial Manures, 

After the publication of exhaustive experi- 
mental tables showing what has actually been 
obtained in practice from the application of 
artificial manures, the London Mark Lane 
Express draws the following deductions: 

(1) Phosphate alone, for any crop, is inade- 
quate, nnd farmers should abandon the use 
of superphosphate by itself. 

(2) Nitrogen alone is unreliable for any 
crop, 

(8) Phosphates and nitrogen together (with 
potash sometimes added) is more beneficial to 
grain crops than most people imagine, 

(4) For root crops fertilizers containing 
phosphates, nitrogen, and potash, give’ far 


the best, results. 


SLAVE LABOR IN NEW YORK. 


What Has Been Learned ¢ erning the 
Evils of the Padrone System, 

Your correspondent to-day had a talk with 
Mr. V. L, Ricketts, the clerk of the Houso 
Committee on Immigration, who acted ag 
clerk and sergeant-at-arms for the joint in- 
vestigating Committee, and who probably 
gathered moro general information upon the 
subjects under investigation than most of the 
members of the committe, 
his tall ho said; 

“Probably the worst evil connected with 
our modern immigration is the Italian pad | 
rono system. Twenty-seven thousand Italian 
immigrants were landed at York last 
your, and probably two-thirds of thom are | 
subject to a bondage almostas pernicious as 
the African slave system that prevailed in | 
the Southern States thirty yéirs Ago. Thoy | 

» brought hore by the Italian banker, who | 
Iso a speculator on the labor market, | 
They are induced tocome by a promise of 
higher wages than they can earn in Italy. 
A laborer accustomed to twenty cents a | 
day is easily persuaded by an offer of adollay, 
and s0 the ticket is sont. He reaches Ameri- 
ca, prepared to answer all questions put to 
him by the authorities, Ho goes direct to 
Blizabeth street, if nob mot sooner by the | 
padrono or his agent. He is put to work on 
the streets, on a railroad, or elsewhere, with 
an army of his fellow countrymen. Tho 
padrone furnishes to the contractor, wo will 
say, 100 men at $1.25 per day, and the con 
tractor pays the men $1 perday, and tho 
padrone gets 25 cents. In addition, he ro- 
tains the store or ‘‘shanty” privilege, and 
has a monopoly of thoir t », and his bills 
are paid before the wages are paid. These 
privileges ho usually sub-lets. Thon ho gets 
their savings and pays no interest. Thus 
his profits are manifold: $2 or $3 on the 
steamship ticket sold to the Italian peasant, 
the rent of the apartment be occuples, sales 
of all he consumes, 5 per cent. of his wages, 
and finally, if he is naturalized, the price of 
his vote, Andall this time the padrone never 
betrays his slaves, keeps in good faith every 
promise he makes, and warns them against 
the wiles of the American. Naturally sus- 
picious, they are trained to be doubly so; 
and, as they seldom learn English, they 
never open communication with an Amori- 
can, except through an interpreter, and then 
it is never sought. 

“There are 100,000 Italians in the city of 
New York; 70,000 are herded in one little dis- 
trict comprising only a few squares in the 
vicinity of Mott and Dlizabeth streets. Jay 
Gould might go there to-morrow and be un- 
able directly to employ a hundred but he could 
g0 toa padrone and employ asmany hundreds 
as hecould use, An inspector of public works 
in New York testified before the committee 
last week that there were 8,000 Italians en- 
gaged on public works in that city, all ander 
the padrone system; and this* comprised 90 
per cent, of all the workmen so employed at 
that time. Ten years ago 90 per cent. of the 
cigars manufactured in New York were mado 
by American workmen, but to-day 90 per 
cent, are made by foreignors, chiefly Italians, 
and the wages havofallen from $12 per week 
to $4. Buta small proportion of these immi- 
grants ever become naturalized, while a very 
large proportion, after a few years, return 
to Italy with a few hundred dollars and live 
in ‘luxury? the rest of their days. Some wise 
and thoughtful Italians here, like Senor Celso

Moreno of Washington, haye seen the ten- 
dency of this system and have made a vigor- 
ous war on the padrones, butiso far with little 
result. They charge that the Italian Govern- 
ment or its representatives hore aud at home 
wink at this system and silently give it en- 
couragement,”—Indiananolis Journal.

When this 
road has its fast line of steamships runnip 
between Japan, China and Vanconver an 
the fast train service through to Halifax 
and Nova Scotia, it will be no trouble for 
any one to circle the world in sixty days, 
ow as I have described some of the ad- 
vantages of the town site and also one which 
asfit is only a young town are few. Smelting 
and reducing works, for precious metals, 
Sugar refinery, breweries, foundry and 
machine, and almost every kind of business 
are fully represented here. The wharves 
and warehhouses are extensive and belong 
to the Railway, together with a good many 
fine substantial stone and brick blocks, 
Vancouver Hotel and private residences for 
the officers of the road, on Georgia’ street, 
who are located in the place. The steam 
boat communication are very good from 
this port. There is a meric service to 
China and Japan; to Victoria daily ; San 
Francisco, Alaska, and all Puget Sound 
ports, ag Port Townsend, Fair Haven, 
Seuttle and Tacoma ; a regular line runs to 
Nanaimo and feights coal over from 
Dunsmuir & Son's coal mines on the isJand, 
which are the largest I believe on the Coast.

HE LIVED 123 YEARS. 

On Sunday morning, May 11th, 1890, 
died, at the residence of Mr, Henry Bacon, 
Dunbar, Dundas county, James Page, at 
the advanced age of one hundred and 
twenty-three years. Mr. Page was suppos- 
ed to have been the oldest man in America 
if not in the world, He was born in the 
county of Sussex, England, April 2nd, 1767, 
At the early age of fourteen he ran away to 
sea, and he was under fire at the destruction 
of the Danish flect at Copenhagan, 1801. 
He also fought under Admiral Lord Nelson 
off Trafalgar, 1805, In some former nows- 
paper paragraphs his ago has been given as 
one-hundred and eighteen, ns near as could 
be ascertained by the oldest inhabitants ; 
but since bis death facts have been discover- 
ed of an application for a pension which 
placed him as thirty-four years ot ago at tho 
time of the engagement of Copenhagen in 
1801, which gives his exact age as one 
hundred and twenty-three years and thirty. 
cight days, His longevity cannot bo 
credited to the non.use of tobacco or stimu. 
lants. Tho last sixteon years of hin life were 
passed under the care of Mrs, Henry Bacon, 
who deserves great praise for the untiring 
vol and tenderness displayed towards him 
during that period and Me last illness, La 
grippe fastencd its clutches upon him last 
winter, from tho effects of whivh he never 
fully recovered and succumbed to a relapso 
on May 11th, The funeral services were 
conducted by the Rey. M. H, Fishburn in

One of the most remarkable blind men in 
America is John B, Herreshoff, of Bristol,

building firms—Herreshoff Bros,—in the re- 
public, Heo lost his sight at fifteen, ana is 
now sixty-odd, He supervises the financial 
affairs of the house and personally superin- 
tends every department of his business, em- 
ploying hundreds of men.

New York Homes. 

New York is not a city of homes except for 
the favored few, These must be able to in- 
yest from $30,000 to $100,000 in that ‘‘home” 
and spend from $10,000 to $25,000 a year to 
keep up the establishment. I live in a modest 
flat on Sixty-ninth ‘street, west side, about 
midway between the Hudson and Central 
Park, paying $40 a month rent for that pri- 
vilege. The same flat three squares nearer 
to the Elevated railway station would bring 
$50 per month. There are solid rows of resi+ 
dences about and being built near me, not 
one of which can be purchased for less than 
$80,000 and they run all the way up to $100,- 
000. It costs from $7,000 to 25,000 to furnish 
one of them appropriately, Strolling up 
Ninth avenue the other day, I noted a sign- 
board on a vacant lot between two residences 
ona side street—EKighty-first street: ‘This 
lot and party walls, $35,000." It was only 
the regulation twenty-four-foot lot, but the 
cellar had been excavated, Fancy aman in 
Philadelphia or Pittsburg investing such a 
sum insuch a lot five or six miles from his 
business, I asked a contractor about the 
matter, He tells me that almost any lot on 
the west side of Central Park will cost $10,- 
000 excavated, and desirable ones from $15, 
000 up. The cost of excavating a shallow cel- 
lar for a high-stoop residence is considerable. 
as the solid rock must be quarried, The 
team drills are at it in every direction, 
There are six of thera hustling away within 
pistol-shot of me, and the dynamite explo- 
sions of the blaster rattle you up in almost 
any block north of Forty-ninth street, At 
the present rate of building, within the next 
five years there will not be an acre of vacant 
ground the whole length of the great Park, 
Each succeeding year makes all this still more 
and more expensive, Where will the Now 
Yorker of the futuro live? In Philadelpbiat 
Well, if he does we can’t blame him any more 
than we can for living thery now.— Pittsburg

expression ; it was slightly pale, but beyond 
that he showed no feeling, ¢ 

Not a tremor—not as much as the quiver 
of an eyelid--not a tremble of his voice, be- 
trayed on inward agitation as he stood face 
to faco with death beneath the ominous beam 
from which dangled the hangman’s noose. 
His eyes were somewhat glassy, but he 
seemed to see nothing that was going on 
around him, He wore a dark tweed suit, 
white shirt, a white collar and a dark nec 
tie. The collar was low enough not to in- 
terfere with the noose. His arms were 
pinioned together and then fastened to his 
sides at the elbows. ‘The hangman followed 
the procession slowly, apparently keeping 
back to survey the proceedings until he was 
required, He wore a felt hat, light pants 
and yest and a black Prince Altert coat, 
which presented a marked contrast to his 
light colored trousers, He wore no mask. 

The doomed man stepped beneath where 
the rope was hanging. Sheriff Hope stepped 
forward and asked Davis in a voice which 
betrayed emotion, ‘‘Have you anything 
which you wish to say, Davis?” The con- 
demned man answered that he had; and 
spoke as follows: 

“Dear friends, I have to thaak Rev. Mr. 
Daw for the kindness which ke has shown 
towards me ; I am innocent of this crime, so 
help me God !’ 

This was all he said. 

The hangman then placed the noose 
around Davis’ neck and tightened the knot 
just under the left ear and placed the black 
cap over his face. This done, the Lord’s 
prayer was commenced by Rey, D. F. 
Bogart, and when-the words ‘Thy will be 
done on earth as it is in Heaven,” had been 
reached, the last word had scarcely escaped 
the Rev. gentleman’s lips, when the hang- 
man pulled the cord, and at one minute to 
eight o’clock the body was jerked up in the 
air some two feet and fell back to within a 
few inches of the ground, and remained 
quite motionless for some seconds It look- 
ed at first as if he had been killed instantly, 
but this was not so, The jerk had not been 
sufficient to break his neck, and in a few 
minutes there was a shudder throughout his 
frame. Once he raised his legs np, but they 
soon fell back again, He was strangled to 
death, but was not, apparently, suffering 
any pain, only once a gasp for breath escap- 
ing from him. As soon aa the body shot up 
the hangman glanced at itand walked away, 
He gave it as his opinion that the neck had 
been dislocated but'the spinal chord had not 
been affected. The hangman appeared to be 
somewhat excited after the affair, his whole 
frame trembling considerably, After wait:

Good live stock or any articlo of commoroe 
which requires tho most skill to produce will 
command the highest prico; this iy particu 
larly truo in horso breeding. Ho who cau 
produco firstolass carriago horsos has no dif 
fioulty in disposing of them at satisfactory 
prices. In this lino the breeder who can fill 
the eye of a connoisseur can obtain nearly 
any money .he chooses to ask, Larger prices 
will be paid for such horses than for any 
class excepting winners on the turf. To 
reach this desired end, tho sire to breed must 
not only have tho requisite qualities highly 
developed in himself, but must haye been 
brod for generations for this purpose, and in 
this caso the English Thoroughbred, Coach 


Horse or Cloveland Bay are tho most likely 
to give tho best results. Thoso horses have 
plonty of size and aro the popular color, but 
many of them are not as heavily muscled in 
their thighs and forearms as we would wish, 
but they have undoubtedly a well bred ap- 
pearance, and plonty of stylo in the head and 
neck, which is difficult to obtain in certain 
breeds of this class, By coupling those horses 
with tho best bred mares, the cross will be 
one that will be sure to count in the future, 
which should be taken into consideration in 
all lines of breeding. These horses have 
plenty of ambition; their feot and legs are of 
the wearing type which must always mako 
them popular. But we would like to im- 
press upon the importers of this class that it 
is the best we want, horses of good command- 
ing carriage with plenty of quality. 

Our farmers are overy day becoming more 
alive to tho requirements of breeding to the 
vight sires. But good asthese horses are in 
many particulars, the point in which many 
of our mares are badly wanting is just whero 
too many of our imported coach stallions are 
also lacking, this is in carriage. The most 
essential point for park and street display is 
that of appropriate action. We feol that we 
cannot enough impress upon the minds of 
breeders of carriage and coach horses the no- 
cessity of developing this quality, which will 
often hide other defects, and without it the 
most symmetrical horse is but a poor seller, 
Harness action, safe and not too high, such 
as is esteemed im roadsters, and “high up. to 
the throat latch,” esteemed for the park and 
parade. In fact, action may be safe and slow 
or safe and fast, without any brilliancy; or 


get a quantity of half inch molding. Strips 
of this must be secured vertically between 
each panel with long, headless brads. Puta 
strip of the same or of a slightly wider 
molding around the box top and bottom. 
Oil these moldings and your boxes will show 
no slightest trace of their plebeian orig'n. 

Another way is to panel them without 
molding, as above, and paint the spaces in 
harmonizing tints of pale pink, soft, gray, 
and creamy brown. Give two coats of this 
paint and one of varnish., 

Again, you may stain the box a dark color 
and then tack on the ends and one side of the 
quaint, gnarled, far-reaching gnomelike roots 
of the laurel which abounds in the New Jer- 
sey woods between this city and Paterson, 
and indeed in the entire hilly country of the 
much-abused little state. Give the wholea 
cont of stain, and when this dries a coat of 
varnish, The simplest way 1s to tack a mold- 
ing top and bottom of a plain pine box and 
give two coats of stain and oneof varnish, 
For mere outside window gardening this is 


as effective as any, since you may confidently 
hope to see nothing but a mass of vines and 
gay nasturtium bloom after the plants are 
once fairly started. 1f, however, as is quite 
likely, yon should want to use these same 
boxes inside next winter, the ornamentation 
“will then bo pleasing. 

The soil used’ by gardeners is a mixture of 
two-thirds well-rotted sod and one-third well 
rotted stable manure, thoroughly composted 
and sifted through a fine sieve. The end to 
be striven for is a soil which shall combine 
richness, freshness and “friableness.” Old 
garden soil willnot do, Leaf mold from the 
woods, mixed with fresh field loam and well 
rotted stable manure or sweepings from the 
pavements mixed in equal bulk with any 
good fresh soil will make a potting soil in 
which plants will grow vigorously. 

Having got your svil by ‘hook or by 
crook,” that is to say by your own exertions 
or by your reliance upon a florist, bore a few 
holes in the bottom of your box so that the 
water will\not settle about the roots and 
sour, Putina layer of broken pots, char- 
coal or broken oyster shells, with the largest 
pieces at the bottom, and over this a wad of 
excelsior or sphagnum to keep the soil from 

\ washing into the drainage and choking it up. 

Use great care in the selection of your | 
plants as well as wisdom in their disposal. 
For sunny windows strong, vigorous plants 
maust bechosen, Uzo all the artistic tasto 
with which heaven has endowed you in the 
assortment of colors, so that by and by when 
time shall have crowned your efforts with a 
mad wealth of bright bloom there shall be no 
startling incongruity. 

For your upright plants you must consider 
bloom and foliage. Of the former one of the 
most greatfully responsive to small favors is 
the petunia. You can’t roast it out; but be- 
ware of choosing varieties recklessly. Fight 
shy of magenta petunias. They would 
breed discord and dissension in the best reg- 
ulated family of window plants. There one

it may be brilliant and fast, When a horse 
can do six miles or twelve an hour with equal 
grandeur, that is perfection; and a horse 
that can trot eight miles an hour in good 
form, bending his knees and hocks, and car- 
rying himself right, will fetch more than a 
plain brute with no other merit than extraor_ 
dinary speed. 

As each year goes by, time is lost with 

many capital mares that would otherwise be 
of the greatest benefit to the country. 
Through being mated to horses that have no 
point of excellence in themselves, the produce 
is not equal tothe dam. The mare is often 
blamed when it is the fault of the breeder in 
not taking pains inthe crosses he is dictat- 
ing. Where mares have size and quality 
ccmbined, keep building on these and you 
willat least have a useful horse, Again, if 
a mare be lacking in any essential point, 
take care to overbalance the defect in the 
horse she is bred to. 
Just now it seems as though the market for 
cheap horses in the cities across the lines will 
in future be practically closed to us if the 
tariff is to be changed as proposed to $30 per 
capita, instead of an ad valorem duty of 20 
percent, This will not effect the horses at 
the value of $150, and will be still easier on 
horses valued over this. It behooves horse 
breeders to bemore careful and bred only 
the best. More care in the breeding will also 
have to be exercised, and mares and stallions 
under the new act will have to be recorded 
or they will not pass in the free list.—Farm- 
er’s Advocate.
